I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  health  of  the 
District  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1939. 


The  work  of  the  Department  has  of  course  been  interfered 
with  owing  to  the  war,  and  the  building  of  new  houses  has  practically 
ceased  in  the  District 


The  Birth-rate  was  23  65  per  1,000  of  the  population. 


The  Death-rate  was  9.43  per  1,000  of  the  population. 


The  Infant  Mortality  rate  fell  from  65.21  per  1,000  births  in 
1938  to  54.91,  which  is  very  satisfactory. 


Combined  with  my  report  is  that  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector, 
who  in  spite  of  other  duties  gives  me  his  ready  and  valuable 
assistance. 


I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Council, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee,  and 
all  members  for  their  sympathetic  and  valuable  co-operation  during 
the  year. 


I  also  gratefully  acknowledge  the  ready  and  able  assistance 
of  your  Clerk  and  all  Officers  throughout  the  year.

When  infectious  cases 
are  kept  at  home  the  mother  of  the  patient  usually  acts  as  nurse, 
under  the  direction  of  the  medical  attendant 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 


Under  the  direction  of  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  a 
Welfare  Centre  is  held  at  the  Wesleyan  Sunday  School,  Well  Lane. 
Valuable  advice  and  assistance  may  be  obtained  free  at  this  Centre, 
The  times  of  attendance  are  as  follows  : — 

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRE. 

2  to  5  pm.  on  Tuesday,  Weekly. 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC. 

2  to  5  p  m.  on  Tuesday,  Fortnightly. 


Children  attending  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  can  be  referred 
to  an  Opthalmic  Sutgeon,  and  for  orthopaedic  treatment  and  dental 
treatment  under  the  County  Council’s  schemes.  Dental  treatment 
is  also  provided  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers.

Borough  are  also  helpful  when  they  have  the  necessary  room  available

Three  Registered  Midwives  reside  within  the  District.

SMALLPOX*  No  case  was  notified. 

SCARLET  FEVER.  35  cases  were  notified  compared  with  46 
in  1938.  One  death  occurred 

DIPHTHERIA.  12  cases  were  noted  throughout  the  year  as 
against  7  in  1938.  The  cases  were  evenly  distributed  throughout  the 
District.  There  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease.  95  swabs  from 
suspected  cases  were  examined,  12  of  these  gave  positive  results, 
Immunisation  against  this  disease  is  now  available.  During  the  year 
112  children  were  immunised.  195  forms  were  issued  asking  for 
parental  consent  and  118  consents  were  received. 
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ENTERIC  FEVER,  No  case  occurred. 


MEASLES,  A  mild  epedemic  of  measles  prevailed  during  the  early 
part  of  the  year,  fortunately  no  death  from  this  disease  occurred, 

WHOOPING  GOUGH  was  responsible  for  2  deaths.  A  number 
of  cases  were  reported  from  the  schools. 

TUBERCULOSIS.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  remained  on 
the  register  80  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  48 
males  and  32  females,  and  45  persons,  19  males  and  26  females, 
suffering  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  a  total  on  the  register  of 
125.  From  the  following  table  it  will  be  seen  that  8  deaths  were 
registered  as  due  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  1  death  occurred  from 
other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  14  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  were  notified  during  the  year  and  4  other  forms.  Only  9  of  the 
pulmonary  cases  were  admitted  to  sanatoria.  It  is  a  great  pity  that 
patients  do  not  take  greater  advantage  of  the  benefits  to  be  derived 
from  Institutional  treatment.  The  disease  is  infectious  and  other 
members  of  the  family,  especailly  children,  are  liable  to  contract  it. 
Contacts  ought  to  be  periodically  examined,  the  earlier  the  case  is 
diagnosed  the  better  the  chance  of  recovery,  only  in  this  way  can  we 
hope  to  control  this  dread  disease.
